SCIENTIST TELLS OF 
USELESS TYPE, OF 
ATOM SPLITTING 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16 (AP)— 
Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg of the Uni- 
versity of California last night 
described the splitting of atoms 
of lead, bismuth, thallium, plati- 
_} mum and tantalum 

In an address to the American 
Chemical Society he explained 
that this splitting, although it 
resembles the splitting of uranium 
and plutonium in atom bombs, is 
of no practical» use for bombs or 
otherwise. 

The energy réleased by splitting 
lead, and the other atoms, is tre- 
mendous, but the energy that is 
emitted is not enough to split an- 
other nearby atom. In the bomb) 
metals a single atom splitting 
causes others nearby to break in 
two and so inaugurates a chain 
reaction which makes an explosion 
Or gives heat. 

The new splits were made in 
the University of California cyclo- 
tron, which drives atomic particles 
(fractions of atoms) at speeds of 
thousands of miles a second These 
Particles act like projectiles to 
split other atoms that they hit. 
The energies of the particles shot 
by the California machine ranged 
from 200,000,000 electron-volts to 
400,000,000. All the “bullet” par- 
ticles were much heavier than the 
particles that cause the bomb 
metals to split.

_ more, although every other major railroad in 


the Midwest. and Southwest except the Rock 
Island has already come out of pawn. 

If there were substantial prospect that the 
new reorganization plan would be better than 
the one that has been scrapped, this procedure 
would have some defense. Unfortunately the re- 
verse is true. In every material respect, from 
the public point of view, the substitute proposal 
is worse than the plan which the Court of Ap- 
peals rejected. 

There was plenty of water in the capitalization 
under the rejected plan. But the new plan con- 
templates the addition of millions more of .un- 
justified valuation. The old plan’ would have 


capitalized the railroad at $544,725,000, exclusive - 


of equipment trusts. The proposed new plan 
places the capitalization at $593,541,000. This 
adds $49,000,000 to the capital. 

Before it went into bankruptcy, the Missouri 
Pacific was capitalized at $671,000,000. If the 
projected capitalization of $593,000,000 is al- 
lowed, the reduction will amount to only $79,000,- 


' 000 or 12 per cent. 


The idtom for bankruptcy is “to go through 
the wringer,” but the wringer certainly has not 
been used here. 

By contrast, the Frisco railroad came out of 


' bankruptcy with its capitalization slashed from 


$383,821,000 to $251,625,000, a reduction of more 
than 34: per .cent. 

Under the pro new plan for the Missou- 
ri Pacific, fixed would be increased a 
third of a million dollars a year. Also, $5,000,000 
additional of common stock would be issued. 
New demands would thus be created for earn- 
ings to go into interest and dividends, when they 
would be needed for the improvement of road- 
bed and rolling stock and the development of 
resources along the line. 

In the new plan, the common stock is so re- 


- arranged that the voting power of the Alleghany 


Corp., dominated by Robert R. Young, is more 
than doubled, from 5 per cent to nearly 12 per 
cent. This is an interesting development, for 
Mr. Young has been quoted as saying about 10 


per cent ownership is sufficient to give control 


of a railroad. 

In one of the earlier reorganization plans con- 
sidered for the Missouri Pacific, the bondholders 
asked a share in the management cof the line. 
This scheme ‘merits serious consideration. £Ex- 
clusive control by the stockholdefs has resulted 
in many a railroad being milked for dividends, 
while its assets and its power to serve the public 
went to pot. Furthermore, interlocking directo- 
rates have resulted in purchasing arrangements 


to a railroad’s disadvantage. A limited number , 


of directors chosen by the mortgage holders 
could guard against such practices. 

In any event, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and the courts ‘should strike out the 
added capitalization proposed for the Missouri 
Pacific. And the move should be resisted by 
public service commissions of the states con- 
cerned.

Qur Weakness in the Air 

W. Stuart Symington’s estimate that the 
American Air Force needs to be maintained at 
400,000 officers and men is a sharp commentary 
on the existing force of 310,000. It is a sharp 
commentary on the penny-wise-pound-foolish 
policy of the Budget Bureau in slicing the Air 
Force’s appropriation so much that an enroll- 
ment of 28,000 men for reserve training—too 
few at that—had to be reduced by two thirds. 

The 400,000-man air force which the Secre- 
tary for Air says the country needs will be ef. 
fective only if it has the planes and the pro- 
duction to keep fit in the skies and the research 
to keep it modern. 

From a proud wartime record of more than 
4000 planes a month the aviation industry in the 
United States has slipped to about 120 a month. 
For research $230,000,000 was reported needed 
and a niggardly Congress appropriated $73,000,- 
000. The plight of the air force was summarized 
by Lt. Gen, Stratemeyer in the pungent statement 
that right now it “couldn’t punch its way out of 
a wet paper bag.” 

The price the United States risks paying for 
unpreparedness in the air was suggested by Mr. 
Symington when he described the benefit of 
preparedness. Our stre . he said, would “de- 
ter any potential aggressor from risking the con- 
sequences of war with the United States.” Our

Hardly a Place for Racism 

In ordering the admission of Negro children 
to all Catholic high schools in the St. Louis 
diocese, Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter set a splen- 
did example of democratic racial tolerance. Its 
spread is a duty which seems peculiarly incum- 
bent on church members, be they clerical or lay. 
Religion does not recognize ‘various types and 
classes of salvation, and so it hardly can—with 


* consistency—insist on separate ways to this goal. 


As a letter on this page makes clear, ‘the church 
is not a place for racism. 

This makes the protest of some St. Louis Cath- 
olics against the Archbishop's decree so disap- 
pointing. Did not Christianity’s Founder say: 
“Let the least of these come unto Me”? Did 
He not praise the Samaritan, and did He not ac- 
cept the help of the man from Cyrene? 

" Granted that the protesting Catholics are not 
different from other members of the community 
sharing the same prejudice, still One hopes that 
they will not succeed in their announced deter- 
mination of obtaining an injunction to thwart 
the Archbishop. There seems scant ground for 
this attempt, which mars the fine record which 
their church was building in the field of race: 
relations. 

First, St. Louis University opened its doors to 
Negroes. Then the Archbishop took the broader 
step of opening high schools to them. The num- 
ber of those opposing him js relatively slight, 
but how much finer it would have been had he 
received the solid support of the entire Catholic 
community. It would have made a bright page 
so much brighter.

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Canada’s Decontrol Policy 

Canada has practiced the kind of planned de- 
control of prices which the United States would 
have followed if some people in and out of gov- 
ernment had not been over-eager, over-greedy or 
over-foolish. Just now Canada has removed 
ceilings from many things, but retains them on 
rent, sugar, meat, wheat, fats, dried fruit, iron, 
steel and tin. This cémes just about a year 
later than the wave of precipitate decontrol in 
the United States. 

The comparative indexes tell the story. In 
Canada, the cost of living rose only 36.1 per cent 
from the 1935-39 base period to Aug. 1, 1947. 
From the same prewar base, living cost this side 
of the border rose 57.1 per cent up to June 15— 
and was obviously some notches higher by Aug. 1. 

It was argued in the United States that con- 
tinued controls would hurt business, destroy in- 
centives to produce. Shall we then say that 
Canada’s slower pace has wrecked Canadian 
business? 

With a competitive price advantage, Canadian 
business has gone aliead fast. The Canadians 
have industrial development ambitions and are 
advancing them. Their reasonably-priced ex- 
ports are in heavy demand. 

Both as a sensible people, and as our friendly 
close neighbors, we are glad to see them pros- 
per. We only wonder how our too-eager Ameri- 
cans feel about throwing them the finest advan- 
tage an industrial stripling could dream of from 
a mature and powerful industrial neighbor.

It is difficult to name the precise date 
when the Machine Age ended, but recent 
investigations would place it as early as the 
spring of 1948. 

The first crack in the structure appeared 
in. November 1946, when a Japanese clerk 
in Tokyo, operating an abacus, beat an 
American soldier operating a calculating 
machine. A few days later the experiment 
was repeated over a New York radio sta- 
tion, with a Chinese. student from Colum- 
bia on the abacus and one of the station’s 
payroll clerks operating the machine, with 
the same result. All through the spring and 
the summer of 1947 similar tests were con- 
ducted, some of them serious scientific ex- 
periments and some merely stunts on 
vaudeville and radio programs, but always 
the result was the same. 


An old typesetter set the first chapter of 
Walden by hand in slightly more than half 
the time it took a linotype machine, pro- 
ducing a much handsomer page. A Navajo 
woman wove a blanket faster than a me- 
chanical loom, and all judges agreed that 
her colors were better and her lines truer. 


In May, the tiny Republic of Costa Rica 
announced that in a series of agricultural 
experiments, horses had proved more satis- 
factory on every count than farm machin- 
ery, and that 18 horses for breeding pur- 
Poses were being sought in the United 
States, in exchange for second-hand trac- 
tors and combines. 


An Old Sock Is Safer 


A questionnaire sent out to 50 major writ- 
ers in July 1947, revealed that only one of 
them, who had picked up the habit in Hol- 
lywood, wrote on a typewriter. The other 
49 wrote with pens: two ball-point, five 
stylus, nine fountain, 14 steel-nib, and 19 
quill, including all seven Nobel prisze-win- 
ners polled. 

An insurance company discovered sta- 
tistically that money was four times‘as safe 
in an old sock under the mattress as in a 
vault, and suppressed the information; but 
it must have leaked out, because bank de- 
posits immediately declined almost to the 
vanishing point. 

A family of beavers dammed a river in 
Montana that had stumped hydraulic engi- 
neers for a decade. In the late summer, 
two Swedes in Minnesota, brothers, harvest- 
ed an acre of wheat by hand in less time 


than it took a combine with two mechanics 
on it, and a Negro boy in Alabama, hum- 
ming “John Henry” as he worked, out- 
picked a mechanical cotton-picker without 
even working up a sweat. 

Late in 1946, a General Electric scientist 
had discovered a way to make artificial 
snowflakes by dropping dry ice from a 
plane into clouds. All through 1947, GE 
technicians worked to perfect them, and by 
December they had produced a model that 
was a technological marvel. They were 1/50 
the size of natural snowflakes, much more 
regular in shape, easier for the robot snow- 
plows to handle, and could be colored any 
shade desired. 


Do We Want to Kill People? 


All through the winter of 1947-48 arti- 
ficial snow was tested in selected commu- 


nities throughout the country, and commu- ° 


nity sentiment then polled. The vote turned 
out to be overwhelmingly in favor of God’s 
outsize snowflakes, coming aberrantly at 
His whim, but the only reason anyone 
would put down was the absurd one that 
the new stuff didn’t pack into snowballs. 


Everyone had been talking about the 
thing privately, but the first mention of it 
in print came in the Old Republic, which 
after Henry Wallace left had changed its 
name, reduced its staff, and taken to ap- 
pearing, printed manually on good hand- 
made paper, for a nickel, with an enor- 
mous increase in circulation. “We now 
know,” the editor, a man called Ned Ludd, 
wrote in an editorial in March 1948, over 
his own name, “that the machine is inferior 
to the hand and brain of man in every re- 
spect except the killing of great raasses of 
people. Are we really sure that we want 
to kill great masses of people?” 

‘The editorial, which has since become fa- 
mous, created quite a stir when it appeared, 
and public buildings in New York and 
Washington were mobbed by groups of un- 
armed but very determined men. A special 
election was called hastily, without voting 
machines, and when the ballots were count- 
ed it turned out that the new President 
was neither of the party nominees, but an 
eccentric middle-aged poet who lived in 
New Jersey, working by kerosene light and 
raising his own food. He took office in 
the late spring of 1948, put a confiscatory 
tax on anything using power other than 
the human limb, and the rest is history. 


Our Dwindling Airpower

Lt. Gen. Ennis Whitehead put only 50 
B-29s over Tokyo for an air force celebra- 
tion. Near the wind-up of the war we put 
as many as 800 B-29s—and could have put 
1000—over Tokyo in a single raid. 

What has happened in the disintegration 
of our air forces ought not happen in any 
country with a decent respect for its se- 
curity. And it has occurred over a period 
in which Russia has shoved around every 
country she’s rubbed up against, and has 
shown constantly increasing indications that 
she fully intends to shove the United States 
around as soon as she feels strong enough 
to undertake it.

It costs a lot of money to maintain the 
researches, production and training essen- 
tial to a modern air force, even on a peace- 
time scale. But over many years, it would

One of the little things is the

They 
just don’t click. e cure for that, 
the judge advises, is to do a little 
analyzing and find the cause. The 
next thing is ta remove it and af- 
ter that the incompatibles can live 
happily. 

There is such a thing as mar- 


riage becoming such a bore that 
it reaches the breaking-up point. 
One or the other partner is sim- 
ply tired of it all. As to that, the 
judge reminds that marriage is an 
adult affair and if its situations 
were met with adult intelligence, 
many of the divorces which jam 
the court dockets could be avoided. 
“Why,” he asks, do ple who 
adapt themselves to the restric- 
tions of business and socia] life 
with relative ease so often find 
the bonds of matrimony intoler- 
able?” It is his feeling that those 
who become bored with marriage 
do so primarily because they en- 
tered wedlock under the deluding 
influence of rosy-hued romantic 
dreams.

OLLYWOOD, popular litera- 
ture and, to a lesser degree, 
the radio are given a share of 
the blame for perpetuation of the 
honey-and-kisses concept of mar- 
riage. Marriage is not the dream 
existence that is played up in mag- 
azine stories, drug store novels 
and on the screen. It is simply 
another kind of existence which 
is good but which has its prob- 
lems too. It won't work by itself, 
but must be made to work. It 
takes effort. Marriage may not 
be perfectable, but it can be en- 
hanced. “If you feel that you are 
not getting enough out of mar- 
riage, it is probably because you 
are not putting enough into it.” 
Judge Sbarbaro is not one who 
would prolong hopelessly unhappy 


marriages. His advice is directed 
to those which are not beyord 
hope of repair. [fo minimize the 
chances of disrepair he would have 
legislation to put a check on hasty, 
thoughtless marriages. He would 
have a law under which all ap- 
plicants for marriage licens 
would be required to present a 
certificate showing that they have 
completed a.course in premarital 
training and counsel, given under 
the auspices of the state. 

If, in this and other ways, mar- 
riage is made more difficult, and 
if, in spite of these hurdles, the 
marriage fails, then the judge 
contends, the divorce should be 
obtainable with honesty, speed 
and certainty, which is, generally 
speaking, almost an impossibility 
under existing law. 

To husbands and wives con- 
templating divorce Judge Sbar- 
baro makes one final plea: “In 
order to give yourself some idea 
of the enormity of your proposed 
step, why not try a temporary 
separation before you finally file 
suit for divorce. Thig will give 
you a chance to think over what 

u are about to do and, if you 

ppen to change your mind, it 
will not be too late to retrace your 
steps. ... At best, under the 
kindest circumstances, divorce is 
still a saddening and dishearten- 
ing proposition. Approach it with 
the assurance that it will influ- 
ence your future atleast as much 
as marriage did at the beginning, 
and perhaps more.” 

So saying, Judge Sbarbaro con- 
tinues the case wherein marriage 
is on trial and adjourns his court.

The ‘Lion of Morocco’ Is Loose Again 


in Exile, May Try Again to Liberate North Africa 


- Abd-el-Krim, Free After 20 Years

HE sons of the ee are

Krim, once known as “the Lion 
wf Morocco,” and desert chieftain 
who a.couple of decades ago al- 
most drove the Spanish and 
French out of North Africa and 
set himself as Saltan of the Riff. 
Not much has been heard about 
Abd-el-Krim, the fearless leader 
and scourge of the desert, for the 
past 20 years because he has been 


in exile on Reunion Island in the . 


Indian ocean, a pleasant but quiet 
and tight little isle where the 
French send high-ranking but 
troublesome prisoners. : 

But Abd-el-Krim is back again, 
to the consternation of both 
France and Spain, and he has an- 
nounced that if the United Na- 
tions won't listen to his appeals 


._ for the freedom of French and’ 


Spanish ae, he ae the 
e thing he did some years 
ont And win or lose, there will 
be bloodshed in the desert and 
a lot of the kind of fighting 
which ‘makes Spanish soldiers 
and French Foreign Legionnaires, 
tough as they ma’ be, wish they 
hadn’t joined the army. 
_ Abd-el-Krim is the desert fight- 
er who, early in the days of his 
revolt, took a handful of riflemen 
and wiped out 20,000 Spaniards. 
He is the man who captured Rai- 


suli, the Barbary pirate and the © 


terror of northern Africa, and 
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same with them. Had he had the 
men and the modern equipment 
he might have been successful. 
In another try, he might be suc- 
cessful. 


. But the French outniimbered 
him and then, he says, tricked him 
into exile. But after 20 years on 
Reunion Island he has tricked the 
French in turn, and is again a 
free man, a “guest” of the king 
of Egypt. Just how he maneuvered 
this is still something’ or a mys- 
tery. The French Government ad- 
mits that they had granted am- 
nesty to Abd-el-Krim on condition 
that he return to France to live) 
An elaborate villa had been set 
up on the French Riviera for him 
and his retinue. 


The Riff Chieftain and his party, 
consisting of two wives, six sons, 
five daughters, 40 servants and 
the remains of his mother (who 
had died on Reunion Island) 
sailed lst spring for France. But 
when the ship touched at Port 
Said, Abd-el-Krim jumped ship 
and went to Cairo. Some sources 
say that he was met at Port Said 


by representatives of King Farouk. 


and invited to remain in Egypt. 
Egyptian diplomats say that Abd- 
el-Krim was merely invited to 
visit with Farouk at the palace, 
and that while there he requested 
sanctuary. 

In view of the fact that this 
brings to five the number of 


prominent exiles who have found 


sanctuary in Egypt during the 
past year and a , France and 
the rest of the world are beginning 
to wonder if Egypt is taking over 
the job of spearheading a revolt 
of the Arab world against western 
domination. 


Abd-el-Krim is 67 years old now, 
as near as anyone can find out, 
but judging from interviews he 
has given out he’s just about as 
full of fight as he was back in 
the first half o the decade be- 
tween 1920 and 1930 when he had 
the leaders of France and Spain 
walking the floors at night. 


The world first became aware 
of him in 1921 when, with some 
3000 of his tribesmen—he says 
1200—he annihilated 20,000 soldiers, 
one third of the Spanish Army in 
Morocco, inflicting one of the most

defeats ever suffered by 
a lee Army. : 
Abd-el-Krim and his men had 
many advantages. They were ex- 
pert horsemen and crack riflemen. 
They knew the desert like they 
knew the palms of their hands, 
and as long as they were fighting 
on their own, ground and in their 
own: way they were invincible. 
Further, they had the Spanish in 
a bad psychological state early in 
the cam use the Span- 
ish knew that the Riffs were a 
cold-blooded outfit, and that those 
men who weren't slaughtered on 
the spot, -were taken and sold 
into slavery. Sometimes, doubt- 
less for its psychological effect, 
they would bury a man up to his 
shoulders and leave him to die 
where his. comrades would find 


him, 
A quiet man, well-educated and 

well read in the art of the war. 
His brother, Mohammed, was a 
mining engineer and also a mili- 
tary strategist, and their war was 
conducted on anything but a hit 
or miss basis, 

Abd-el-Krim himself always 
said that war was more of a tal- 
ent than a profession, and for a 
time his talent was given every 
opportunity to develop itself. It 
began to flower with a mutiny of 
native soldiers which Abd-el-Krim 
led at Abaran on July 18, 1921, in 
which the officers were massacred, 
followed by an attack on a post at 
Igerriben which made history. 
General Silvestre ordered the gar- 
rison to retreat but remained in 
the fort with his staff. Whether 
they were killed by the. Riffs or 
committed suicide has never been 
determined. 


The garrison of 5000 men, minus 
nearly a thousand already slain, 
retreated in panic as the Riffs, fir- 
ing with deadly aim from behind 
rock, bush and knoll, picked them 
off. 


Word of the victory spread over 
the whole Riff country and tribe 
after tribe joined up with Abd-el- 
Krim, stimulated by his victories 
and by his promises to drive the 
“Christian dogs” into the sea. 
Fort after fort and camp after 
camp was pillaged and “burned. 
Garrisons which held out, only to 
be forced into final surrender, 
were burned and the soldiers mas- 
sacred; but not, in many cases, 
until they had been tortured to 
a point where death was welcome,

By holding some offfters for 
ransom, l+-Krim filled his 
war chests. Ammunition and sup- 
plies were plentiful. He had mer- 
ely to pick up what fleeting Span- 
iards left behind. 

After importing 70,000 fresh 
troops and fighting for two years, 
Spain retook some of what she 
had lost, only to lose it again. 
Finally, in 1924, the Rifs drove the 
Spaniards to the coast of western 
Morocco. 


Looking back upon what he had 
done, Abd-el-Krim perhaps felt 
then that while he hadn’t achieved 
his ultimate goal, he had done 
one of the things he had set out 
to do—he had avenged the death 
of his father at the hands of the 
Spanish. Two theories have been 
advanced regarding the motives 
which drove Abd-el-Krim. It is 
known that his father was a 
minor official, a sort of lower- 
court judge, under the Spaniards, 
and that both Abd-el-Krim and 
his brother were well educated. 
Abd-el-Krim had studied law and 
engineering and after finishing 
school he worked in the Spanish 
Bureau of Native Affairs. Soon 
after World War One, the Spanish 
government began to looking into 
the records of its state employes, 
some of whom had been accused 
of taking part in German plans 
to create trouble in Morocco, Abd- 
el-Krim was accused of conspiracy 
and thrown into prison where he 
remained for 11 months. After 
escaping, he is said to have en- 
listed his younger brother to his 
cause and organized his revolt. 


Another theory is that his father 
had started the movement while 
he was in prison, and that on his 
release he joined the movement 
and became its head after his 
father had been killed in an early 
skirmism& In any event, his father 
was killed and it seems gener- 
ally accepted that the desire for 
revenge was one thing which 
spurred Abd-el-Krim on in his war 
against the Spanish, 
oS 

N between Abd-el-Krim and dom- 

ination of the Spanish Moroc- 
co was one Raisuli, a Moorish 
chieftain in whose veins the blood 
of the prophet flowed. He was 
probably the last of the true Bar- 
bary pirates, running a whole fleet 
of ships on the Mediterranean and 
Atlantic coasts, freebooting for 
goods, money and prisoners — 
mostly prisoners who, with him, 
fell into two categories; those who 
were good for ransom and those 
who weren’t. The latter were 
either killed at once or sold into 
slavery. He became internation— 
ally famous when he kidnapped 
one Ion Perdicaris, a wealthy 
American of Greek birth and held 
him for ransom, Up until that 
time Raisuli had looked upon him- 
self as above the laws of any 
country and had, like our gang- 
sters of the twenties, convinced 
himself: that his was a legitimate 
business. He was more annoyed 
than frightened then, when Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt demand- 
ed Perdicaris’ freedom with the 
then celebrated ultimatum: “We 
want Perdicaris alive or Raisuli 
dead!” The American, French and 
British fleets steamed into Tan- 
gier, the Sultan of Morocco was 
threatened with direst punishment 
and frightened to the extent that 
he personally paid’the ransom and 
handed the victim over. Raisuli 
remained unmoved, It made no 
difference to him who paid the 
ransom, just so he got it, 


Raisuli had grown old, fat and 
over-confident when he defied 
Abd-el-Krim. He had 41 wives 
and eight mansions. One of them, 
the show place of the country was 
a jewel-like palace of marble and 
mosaic set in a garden like the 
pdradise promised by Mohamet.

He 
beat the French at first, but 
when they sent Marshal Petain 
himself, equipped with a large 
army and modern weapons of 
warfare including airplanes, it 
was the beginning of the end for 
the Lion of the Desert. With de- 
feats his tribes began to desert 
him. He fell back into the moun- 
tains, his followers growing fewer 
and fewer and finally, in May 
1926, he surrendered. “The French,” 
he said, “are stronger. I bow be- 
fore Allah’s will.” 

Whether Abd-el-Krim can do it 
again remains to be seen, if there 
is any doubt, it lies not with the 
Lion of the Desert himself. He 
has demanded that the French 
people give North Africa its free- 
dom. “Otherwise,” he has an- 
nounced, “I will lead another and 
the most terrible fight against the 
French. Thousands will die. We 
will fight with everything at our 
disposal—even our bare hands. We 
might be beaten time and time 
again, but we will continue fight- 
ing so long as one mar lives.”

FIGHTING spirit is a great 
asset at bridge, but it is mere- 
ly silly when a player butts hi 
head against a stone. wall! South, 
in today’s deal, had a chance. to 
earn a good score for his side, but 
he was too “brave.” 
South, dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable, 
Match-point duplicate. 
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This deal was taken from th 
Men’s Pairs of the recent Summer 
National Tournament in New 
York. At one table the bidding 
proceeded:

Pass 

West opened his fourth-highest 
heart and declarer captured East’s 
queen with the king. The spade 
five was then led toward dummy, 
and when West played the ten, 
declarer guessed correctly that it 
was a singleton. So he won with 
dummy’s ace and returned a low 
spade. East, striving for two 
spade tricks, unhesitatingly played 
low, but declarer put in his own 
eight and held the trick, while 
West discarded the club deuce, 


Declarer now cashed the spade 
king, after which he led a club 
toward the king. West went right 
in with the ace and led another 
heart. Declarer won with dum- 
my’s ace—and then went into a 
huddle. 

South had collected three spade 
tricks and two hearts, and the 
‘club king was of course there for 
the cashing. Thus, South could 
have “run” with his six tricks and 
conceded a 100-point penalty. Ap- 
parently, however, he was not 
satisfied with this. Instead of 
cashing the club king, he knocked 
out East’s spade stopper, obyvious- 
ly hoping to return to dummy 
with the club king and cash the 
established spade for the trick 
that would fulfill the doubled con- 
tract. 

It did not work out that way, 
however! East shifted to a low 
diamond, and after West had won 
and run his hearts, the defenders 
could easily shut out the club 
king entirely, EAst taking the last 
few tricks with diamonds. 

It was exceedingly foolish for 
South to incur a 300-point penalty 
when he should have seen that a — 
100-point penalty would give him 
a good score. It was obvious that 
the enemy could have made more 
than 100 points by playing the 
hand at their own best contract.

“She 
prided herself on her efficiency. 
Evrything had to be in its place; 
everything had to be done on 
schedule; everything had to be 
finished when she locked the door 
on leaving at precisely 5:01 p.m. 

“NOW, she has me, and a home, 
and our two small children; and 
she’s trying to keep up the same 
pace. It'll kill her! You and I 
know, Dr. Popenco, that you can’t 
run two babies on an efficiency 
program like that. She seems to 
think every other mother does! 

“Then she begins to condemn 
herself; says she’s the most inef- 
ficient home-makers in town; 
can’t do anything right; never 
should have tried to have a home; 
she has done me a great wrong, 
and so on. And the poor kids 
are worn out from continually 
having their faces washed and 
clothes changed.” 

Mrs.. M. really. needs a lot of 
re-education, to take life less seri- 
ously; to get the attitude of play- 
ing with the children, part of the 
time, instead of working on them, 
all the time. I suppose you have 
already subscribed to a magazine 
or two on child rearing, Mr. M., 
and have some modern books or 
pamphlets on the subject. It may 
help if you read these and talk 
them over with her, on the ground 
that you want to do your full 
share as a father. 

BEYOND this: Get a baby sit- 
ter, occasionally, so that you can 
take her away from home and 
give her a rest. 

Make sure that she joins two 
or three groups—if possible— 
where she will meet other moth- 
ers of young children. This might 
be through the Parent-Teacher 
Association, or a Mothers’ Club 
in the church, or a Married Cot- 
ples group in the Sunday School, 
or a child study group in the 
adults education program. Find- 
ing that every other mother has 
the same difficulties will be a 
help to her!
